"Tis advis'd from the Camp before Gibral- 
tar, that the Mafquis de Villadarias having receiv’d a 
Letter from the King exhorting him to alter his De- 
fign of quitting the Service, and having thoroughly 
‘confider'd of it, has accordingly chang’d his Mind, 
and is contented to let the Marfhal de Theffe have the 
‘Superior Command. The Recruits for the French 
Regiments, as faft as they arrive on the Frontier of 
‘Navarre, where the Marquis de Puifegur Director 
General of the French Forces in this Country attends 
“ro receive them, are order’d to march on towards 
Caftile and Eftramadura. The Duke de Gramont 
Ambaffador of France at this Court, defir’d lately to 
be recall’d, but has been refus’d, The Princefs of 
Urfini is expected here in a fhort Time from the Court 
‘of France. Permiffion is given to the French to fur- 
-nifh themfelves with Cochenil from this Kingdom, 
without paying the Duty of Exportation: Which oc- 
cafions great murmuring among our Merchants. Fa- 
ther Fraylan Diaz, the late King’s Confeffor, having 
been lately nominated to the Bithoprick of Avila, re- 
‘fufes to accept of it ; for what Reafon is not known, 
‘but ‘tis prefum’'d ’tis for fear the Office of ordinary

_ Madrid, March 5. The King has given the Regi- 
ment of Collonel Don Thomas de Buftamente, who 
was kill’d vother day before Gibraltar, to Don Vi- 
cente Raxa Lieutenant Collonel of it; and that of | 
Don Ignazio de Villacis, to Don Fernando de Paz 
who was alfo Lietttenant Collonel of it.We have been 
inform’d by Letters from Tangier, which have been 
confirm’d by Deferters, that the Alcaide Hali-Ben- 
Abdalla having conducted to Miquenez an English 
Envoy that landed at Tangicr,that Envoy had feveral 
Confeténces with Muley I{mael, King of Morocco ; 
and that he promis’d him on the part of the Englith 
and the reft of the Ailies,to favour him at the ovenin 
of the Campsign with a powerful Diverfion,and faci- 
litate the taking of Ceuta, promifing to attack it by 
Sea, while the Infidels fhould attack it by Land, en- 
gaging to put the Place into his Hands, and help him 
to make Conquefts in Spain. Muley Ifmael lik’d 
this Propofal, and has osder’d his Troops to be re- 
view'd. He has likewife order’d the Alcaide Hali, to 
let the Prince of Darmftad have what freth Provifions 
he fhall have need of, and to furnifh him with Bag- 
gage Horfes, not being willing yer, out of a Scruple 
of his Religion, to promife him any other. This 
Agreement was regulated with his Councellors of 
State and War, in a Council held in one of the chief 
Mofques. We learn fince, that the Prince of Darm- 

ftad fent an Ingenier to the Camp of the Moors be- 
fore Ceuta, which Ingenier having view'd the Works, 
advis’d them to raife a Battery of 6 Gunsin a Place 
he mark’d out forthem. He alfo fent another di- 
rectly from Gibraltar to Ceuta, who having view'd 
the Attacks, has promis’d the Moors to facilitate to 
them the taking of thar Place by Land, declaring at 
the fame time it was impregnable by Sea. _ 

From the Camp before Verue, March 7. We are in- 
form'd from feveral Places, that the taking of the 
Works that fecur’d the Communication of Verue 
with the Camp of Crefcentino, has put the Enemy 
‘into a great Confternation. The 3d of rhis Month, 
which was the day after that Action, the Duke of 
Vendome caus’d the Governour of Verue to be {um- 
‘mon’d to furrender ; but he anfwer’d with as much 
Haughtinefs.as if the Place could be fuccour’d, and 
the Fortifications were ftill intire. Deferters who 
came over in great Number daily, report, that there 
are 12 or 1300 Men inthe Place: But that they 
have Provifions for no more than 15 days. The Duke 
de Vendome having caus’d the Fire of the Artillery 

_to be redoubled, the Breaches in the 1ft and 2d Wall, 
which were before very large, are widen’d more, and 
the Fortifications of the 3d Wall are half ruin’d. The 
Marquis d’Aix endeavouring to get into the Place, 
has been taken Prifoner. The Count d’Eftain is re- _ 
turn'd into his Quarters, after having made an Incur- 
fion towards Alba on the Tanaro; he view’d the 
Fortifications of that Place, and found it could not 
be attack’d without Argillery, 
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Perk, Maich it. A Courier who arriv’d here the
